New Hardy Plants 


ANTHEMIS GOLDEN DAWN (Page 32) 

A splendid addition to the perennial border plants for 
gardens everywhere! Bold upright stems with absolutely 
fully double flowers. The color is clear, golden yellow, un- 
affected by sun; the solid flowers withstand the most im- 
possible weather without damage. The stiff stems are long 
and excellent for cutting. Flowers are long lasting and the 
plant blooms throughout the entire summer. It will grow 
in any kind of soil providing it is reasonably well drained, 
be it Alaska or Alabama. It is hardy as an Oak. What 
more could be asked. 


THE NEW ASTER PACIFIC HORIZON (Pg. 17) 

Delicate blue flowers in great numbers completely cover 
this dwarf Aster. Pacific Horizon was discovered on the 
west coast by Professor Breithaupt. We have tested it for 
several years and find it a fine addition because it is low 
growing and early flowering, blooming from early Septem- 
ber until late October. Never higher than 12 inches. 
Mixes well with the so-called Cushion Mums. 

And don’t overlook the magnificent perpetual blooming 
Aster Frikarti; flowers from July until frost. 


DIANTHUS, Old Spice (Page 35) 


A choice Hybrid, possessing, it seems, all the good quali- 
ties you can ask for in a plant. First, it is as hardy as an 
Oak. Second, habit of growth is neat, cushion-like and 
compact. Stems are about 12 inches tall. Third, it flowers 
prolifically over a long period, 20 or more flowers on a 
single plant. Fourth, color of the beautifully moulded 
flowers is rich salmon-pink like that of the popular green- 
house Carnation, Laddie. Fifth, the calyx does not split as 
is the case with the old-fashioned Clove Pinks. All the 
flowers are perfectly formed. Sixth, the flowers, when cut, 
last a long time. Mr. F. F. Rockwell, horticultural writer 
of note, says: “‘! think it is a knockout. The color is re- 
markable. It is one of the finest new border flowers in a 
decade.” 

NEW CHRYSANTHEMUM, 
White Cactus (Page 25) 

The pure white-pointed petals form a fully double 
flower shaped like a Cactus Dahlia; individual blooms 
range from 4 to 6 inches in diameter. They are produced 
in open clusters which permits the showing of their fine 
details. Plants are vigorous, somewhat bushy in habit and 
grow approximately 30 to 36 inches high. Mum ‘’White 
Cactus’ is as hardy as any Mum and is the result from 
similar crossés which produced the famous variety, Mme. 
Chiang Kai-shek. 

There are also Generalissimo, Apricot Cactus, Empress, 
Yellow Emperor, Golden Glorymum which should have your 
careful attention. 


CHRYSANTHEMUM, Mme. Chiang Kai-shek 
(Page 24) Not New but Still Tops! 


Beautifully formed flowers, fully double, composed of 
stiff petals able to withstand any and all bad weather. The 
petals are perfectly arranged, creating a formal effect, so 
nice one would think the flowers were grown in a green- 
house. The color is a blending of chrome-yellow, cad- 
mium-yellow, and soft tinted old gold which under bright 
sun or artificial light shows a delicate undertone of rose. 
Most difficult to describe. However, we consider it the 
finest Chrysanthemum in our collection, if not the fin- 
est in the country. A magnificent plant which. portrays 
autumn in all its glory and riot of color better than any 
other flower we have. In full flower in September, often 
showing blooms in late August and flowering continues 
until the end of the Mum season.

TRITOMA CORAL SEA (Page 66) 


The color of its many flowers is a superbly fine shade 
of pastel coral-red, overlaid with deep rose. A color not 
observed in many cultivated flowers. It has a richness and 
a refinement of which you will be instantly conscious. 
The plants are not overly bold, but form graceful clumps 
which in June and July produce from 15 to 30 medium 
sized flower spikes which are of uniform height, about 30 
inches. They are graceful and particularly fine for cutting. 












New Bulbs 


AMARCRINUM 


The Amarcrinum, a cross between Amaryllis Belladonna 
and Crinum Moorei, has the appearance of a mammoth 
Amaryllis, but its color is an even frosty pink. Great 
trusses of flowers are borne on 3-foot stems. This Amer- 
ican creation won the coveted Cory Cup of the Royal Horti- 
cultural Society of Great Britain. 


THE NEW BEGONIA MULTIFLORA (Page 121) 


Here we have a most interesting European development 
in Tuberous Begonias. This strain has been bred to pro- 
duce hundreds of medium sized flowers per plant, instead 
of a limited number of the giant flowers. Beds and borders 
planted with the Multiflora Begonias are more colorful and 
brilliant because of the greater masses of blooms which are 
carried well above the foliage. They also are able to with- 
stand heat and direct sunlight better than the other types 
but of course their big value is their ability to give lots of 
color in shade. 


NEW GIANT FLOWERED GLADIOLI 


from Holland (Pages 106; 107) 


These are the Picardy Hybrids. They have blooms of 
immense size; some varieties grow spikes 6 feet tall. Col- 
ors are magnificent, clear and iridescent. Only two are 
illustrated in.color, see pages 106, 107. Other kinds are 
of the same size and type. By far the finest Gladioli in 
existence. 
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New Shrubs and Vines 


THE MAGNIFICENT NEW LILAC 
“Clarke’s Giant”

NEW DOGWOOD, White Cloud (Page 165) 


From thousands of seedlings of white Dogwoods, we 
selected several years ago an outstanding variation. This 
distinctive tree was replanted and grown by itself for 
further observation until we were satisfied we had some- 
thing extra fine in white Dogwoods. It is outstanding, in 
particular, for the immense amount of flowers it produces 
as well as the rapidity with which it starts flowering so 
freely. At opening the flowers give a creamy yellow effect 
which, after a few days, changes over to white. When in 
bloom the tree is literally a white cloud; the foliage is 
almost not to be seen. Instead of just planting ordinary 
seedling trees, try this new variety. It will reward you with 
greater masses of blooms for all your life.

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GOLDEN TRUMPET VINE (Page 146) 

This rare Trumpet Vine with golden yellow flowers is 
One of the choicest and rarest of climbers. Its growth, 
habit and flowering are the same as of the scarlet Trumpet 
Vine. No insects bother it; in hot, dry weather it thrives. 
You'll be proud to have this fine climber on a fence or wall. 


THE NEW NORWAY MAPLE, 


“Crimson King” 


About ten years ago a fascinating (purple or crimson) 
leaved Norway Maple tree was sent to America from 
Europe. It created the same sensation over here as it did 
in Europe. Several specimens were propagated and planted 
along the East Coast as well as on the Pacific Coast for 
observation. The results have been. most gratifying. It 
proved«perfectly, hardy and happy where Maple trees grew 
and it retained=its magnificent leaf color throughout the 
entire summer: The effect is not unlike that of the Copper 
Beech, but in addition the tips ofthe branches and the 
young foliage are of a lighter shade and glisten brilliantly 
in the sun. One would think the tree was in bloom. Here 
truly is a rare-thing; a superb plant for lawn, small or 
large; streettree or a specimen for contrast among other 
trees.

New Roses 
NOCTURNE (Page 8) 

This new red Rose has one of the longest, most perfect, 
streamlined buds displayed by any Rose in its color. 
The color is a bright cardinal-red with dark deep in- 
triguing shadings of Chrysanthemum-crimson. The large 
petals have good substance, are richly textured and 
there are plenty of them so that the flower lasts a long 
time. 


TAFFETA (Page 84) 

It is difficult to name one color or color combination 
which will be typical of this beautiful new Rose because 
it is so changeable, displaying dozens of lovely color 
combinations throughout the season. At various times 
it may be described as rose-pink, salmon, or apricot, 
but the predominant color is usually a rich carmine-rose 
in the bud, changing to Begonia-rose in the open flower. 
The reverse of the petals always displays considerable 
yellow. Along with the lovely changeable coloring goes 
a perfect slender bud form and frilled, delicately veined 
petals. 


SAN FERNANDO (Page 87) 


The introduction of this grand Rose is an important 
milestone in the production of better red Roses. Com- 
petent judges who have seen it in bloom rank it high 
among the best of its color. The bright vermilion buds 
are long and pointed, opening into fully double flowers 
of vermilion-scarlet. In addition to the elegant form and 
brilliant color, San Fernando has another outstanding 
quality—-intense and lasting fragrance. 


PEACE (Page 89) 


This Rose is almost unbelievable. One marvel of it is 
the dawnlike range of colors through which it passes, 
from opening yellow buds, with edges picoteed cerise, 
to the glorious 5-inch alabaster blooms, each petal 
edged with pink that seems to deepen as the flower 
slowly opens. The shades of color vary, too, from flower 
to flower and through the changing seasons. Though 
the bloom is unusually large, long lasting and constantly 
fresh looking, its effect is always delicate and lovely. 
The plant is as superior as the bloom, and in the same 
large-scale way. The flowers are borne singly on heavy 
stems so strong and straight. This is a rare discovery 
and only takes place once in the career of an originator.

BUTTERSCOTCH (Page 82) 


Nothing like the color of Butterscotch has so far been 
seen in Roses and very few Roses have as beautifully 
shaped flowers. The length and grace of the flower 
petals of this new variety are outstanding. The outside 
of the handsome petals is a soft, pale orange-yellow; 
the inside lemon-chrome at the base, changing to pale 
yellow-orange, penciled very lightly with orange-buff. 
The general color effect is a soft pastel capucine-buff. 


EDITH WILLKIE (Page 83) 


The flower bud is high and pointed, colored deep jasper- 
red. As the petals unfurl they show an inside surface 
of livid shrimp-pink and outside Venetian pink with 
lemon-yellow base. Throughout these charming tints one 
is aware of a decided old rose and coral-red. The petals 
are beautifully shaped and pointed; the fragrance is de- 
lightful. This gorgeous Rose was created by the famous 
Hill Greenhouses, Rose growers in Richmond, Indiana, 
and named for the wife of a great American. 


HILL’S HILLBILLY (Page 93) 


All the charm and grace of the wild Rose is reflected 
in this lovely, single pink Floribunda or Polyantha Hybrid 
of Hill’s. Stiff flower stems carry big open heads of 
medium-sized blooms. Petals are thick and stiff, grace- 
fully rolled outward, forming beautiful pink satiny cups. 
One stem with its head of flowers makes a bouquet in 
itself and needs no further arrangement. Flowers last 
a week or more when cut. The plant continues bloom- 
ing from June until frost. You'll love Hill’s Hillbilly. 


HILL TOP (Page 84) 


Hill Top is one of the latest introductions of Hill’s, one 
of their best. The handsomely moulded flowers have 
loosely outward rolled petals quite pointed, creating the 
effect so sought in Roses. The color at opening is a deep 
capucine-buff and remains that shade in the center of 
the flower while the outer edges of the flower petals 
turn a pale pinkish buff. Hill Top is a very free bloom- 
ing variety and a clean, strong grower. As you know, 
it is one of the favorite cut flower Roses and soon will 
be a garden favorite.

Seven New Howard & Smith Originations, Exclusive Wayside Introductions 


BRIGHT EYES (Page 92) 


A fine new creamy yellow Floribunda. There will be 
hundreds of Roses smiling at you when the clustered 
yellow buds of Bright Eyes open in a profusion of con- 
tinuous bloom. As the conary-yellow buds expand, the 
color alters in the opening flowers, changing to a shim- 
mering, silvery: yellow near the outer margins of the 
petals. At times the silvery tips are tinted in a most 
artistic manner with soft pastels of pink and rose. 


CRIMSON ROSETTE (Page 92) 


The crimson clusters of brilliant red Roses, acting as a 
hood or cloak, cover the dark green, heavily foliaged 
bushes in a continuous display of velvety red. The me- 
dium sized buds expanding slowly, finally culminate into 
open flowers of vivid crimson. Every flower in the spray, 
when fully expanded, is an exquisitely formed red 
rosette. Great vigor is manifested in the spreading clus- 
ters of crimson, the clusters lasting for days and days. 


PINK ROSETTE (Page 93) 


Pink Rosette definitely links together the glamour and 
beauty of the present with the style and charm of the 
past. The open sprays bear many pure peach-pink buds. 
There is about the Rose that indefinable quality that 
connects Pink Rosette with the quaint style, primness 
and beauty of Colonial charm. 


ROSY MORN (Page 97) 


This dainty new Rose produces flowers in quantities that 
are truly prodigious. Many stalks break from the base 
of the rugged plants, each stalk providing numerous 
sprays. Each stem of the spray is tipped with a dainty 
peach-pink bud, a little larger than the well-known 
Sweetheart or Cecile Brunner. The deep peach-pink 
changes to salmon in the opening flowers and at the 
height of the season the entire plant is a bank of soft 
pink and salmon. 


GLORIOUS (Page 91) : 


The bushes of ‘’Glorious’’ are well branched, producing 
strong canes that divide into many open sprays bearing 
informal clusters of deep vermilion buds, expanding into 
semi-double flowers of Tyrian rose. The flowers com- 
pletely cover the plants. Taking the liberty to choose 
from the entire Rose family, it would be impossible to 
surpass the new Rose “’Glorious”’ for the purpose of bor- 
dering drives or walks, for mass planting or grouping, 
in ee for any situation: where a wealth of color is de- 
sired. 


MING TOY (Page 96) 


Beauty of detail brings forth all the fine qualities and 
loveliness centered in the new Polyantha Rose, “Ming 
Toy.’’ The dainty petals are so precisely placed in Ming 
Toy that the high centered, brilliant rose-red flowers 
may be fairly compared with a miniature Camellia in 
form. The rugged plants abound with health, which 
accounts for the tremendous energy displayed in the 
constant production of Roses. This energy is manifested 
in the cut sprays as well as the plants, the flowers last- 
ing from 5 to 6 days or more. Ming Toy is particularly 
beautiful in the autumn; it blooms endlessly. 


WHITE WINGS (Page 95) 


The flowers of White Wings are perfectly formed. The 
silvery white petals show to good advantage above the 
laurel-green foliage. The individual 5-petaled Roses are 
borne in pyramidal sprays. Each separate flower is 
artistically placed in the spray, the flowers standing out 
in bold relief bright and clear. In the center of the disk 
formed by the perfect circle of petals is embedded a 
lovely cluster of amethyst stamens tipped with anthers 
of gold. The finest single white Rose, equalling in every 
respect the beauty of its counterpart in pink, the well- 
known Dainty Bess.

They came through our 1946-1947 winter, 
which was unusually severe, without a scratch. We can safely 
recommend it for locations where the temperature does not go 
below zero.

Lovely autumn-flowering perennials, the value of which for border decoration, or cut flowers, is 
inestimable. There are scores of lovely varieties in all shades of blue, white, pink, and crimson to 
select from. They range in height from about 2 to 4 feet. Both the species and varieties may be 


grown in the hardy borders. 


CULTURE. Michaelmas Daisies will thrive in any soil and almost under any rough treatment. 
They may be grown with other perennials in the mixed border, or in a border in conjunction with 
Lilies and Tritomas, where they form a gay autumnal display. Plant in fall or spring, 2 feet apart, 
in full sun, in moist soil. Asters require a lot of moisture.

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ANTHERICUM $- St. Bernard’s or St. Bruno’s Lily

Culture. They require a deep, rich, well-drained soil. Heavy and damp 
soils are not suitable. They will succeed in sun or partial shade, and 
require copious supplies of water in dry weather. Best grown in groups 
of six. Plant in autumn or spring, 6 to 8 inches apart. Top-dress an- 
nually in early spring with well-rotted manure.

The flowers are borne in globular heads from May until the end 
of July, plants are suitable for edgings to borders and beds and form 
lovely clumps in the rock garden. 

Culture. Grow in dry, sandy soil and sunny position. Plant 6 to 8 inches 
apart in autumn or spring.

Plant in 
autumn or spring, 8 to 10 inches apart.

Culture. May be planted in fall or early spring in ordinary garden soil.

Plant six inches apart in 
autumn or very early spring.

Rosy lilac; good grower, and especially fine in clumps in combination 
with bulbs; does well in light shade. It is the hardiest of the group. 


BEGONIA (Hardy) (See bulbs, page 121) 
BETONICA - Betony

Culture. Will succeed in good, ordinary soil in a sunny border. Best 
grown in groups of three or more. Plant in autumn or spring, 8 to 10 
inches apart.

This perennial requires good, ordinary soil and a dry, well 
drained, sunny position. Plant in spring, 8 inches apart. If planted in 
fall, protect lightly during winter.

Heads of pretty deep blue flowers on long stems. Profuse and excellent 
cut flowers in great quantities on 18-inch stems during July, August, 
and September.

plants in sunny borders, and useful for cut flowers. Flowers are more or 
less thistle-like. 

Culture. All will succeed in good, ordinary soil in sunny borders. Best 
grown in groups of three, Plant in autumn or spring, 8 inches apart; 
divide and replant every third year.

Culture. Grow in ordinary moist soil in colonies of six or more, in par- 
tially shaded borders or in open woods. Plant in autumn or spring, 8 to 
12 inches apart.

On 
soils of a light or medium nature dig in plenty of well-decayed manure. In 
those of a heavy nature it is desirable to fork up the subsoil and compost of 
two parts loam and one of equal proportions of decayed manure and sand. 
The plants are best grown in groups of three or six. Allow a distance of at 
least 18 inches to 2 feet between the plants. Planting may be done in 
autumn or early spring. Remove faded flowers, and on no account allow 
seeds to develop, then a second crop of flowers may be expected later on.

The stately Foxglove is a biennial, and so, in fact, are the many beau- 
tiful strains of it with large, spotted flowers. There are, however, three 
perennial species of considerable beauty which are suitable for the mixed 
aabibal All are attractive plants for the shady border or the woodland 
garden. 

Culture. Plants of the perennial species may be planted in autumn or 
spring, 6 to 8 inches apart, in well-drained, good garden soil. The 
biennial strains are best transplanted early in spring; if fall planting 
must be done, protect carefully for the winter. All the kinds described 
will succeed in ordinary soil in sun or in shade. They make a charming 
etter when grown in masses, and readily reproduce themselves from 
seed. 


Ambigua or Grandiflora Three $1.25, Doz. $4.00, 100 $20.00

Plant in autumn 
or early spring, 6 to 8 inches apart. Lift, divide and replant every third 
year; remove the flower heads directly after they fade, then a second 
crop of flowers will follow. Water freely in dry weather. Lovely with 
pale lavender Tulips.

They will thrive in ordinary, well-drained soil and a sunny 
border. May be grown singly or in groups. Plant in autumn or early 
spring, 10 to 12 inches apart. Particularly well adapted for sandy soils.

FERNS - Hardy Varieties 


The cultivation of Hardy Ferns is remarkably simple. All they want is 
a little light alluvial soil, a little loam and peat or leaf mold sufficient 
to keep the soil light and open, plenty of moisture, position varying from 
partial to deep shade. The Aspleniums and many others will grow on 
walls, chinks of rocks, etc. Many will revel in full sunshine in any border. 
Culture. A shady position is, of course, preferred, or a spot which gets 
practically no sun, will be an ideal place for a fernery. If the position 
should be a very damp one, it will be advisable to raise the surface 
about 6 inches to a foot. For a good effect plant 8 to 10 inches apart. 


Adiantum pedatum Three $1.50, Doz. $4.75, 100 $25.00 


The well known Maidenhair Fern, grows at its best on moist banks, stony 
and well shaded. It will thrive in any shaded location, even if dry, but 
will not be as tall as it will with plenty of moisture.

Excellent plants for growing in 
sunny or partially shady borders on the margins of water or as edgings 
to beds and walks. 

Culture. Funkias require to be grown in a rich, well-manured soil. The 
variegated kinds are best grown in partial shade. The others will suc- 
ceed in sunny borders, by the waterside, or as specimens in groups. 
Subcordata should be grown in a warm, sheltered position. Plant in fall 
or early spring, six inches apart.

Fire Opal, Lady 
Stratheden, and Rijnstroom, all recently introduced, are excellent and 
quite hardy, although for very cold sections of the country we would 
suggest Potentillas be used in their place. They, as the Geums, are noted 
for their fine foliage and good habit when not in bloom. 


Culture. All succeed in good, ordinary soil in sunny borders. They, how- 
ever, require plenty of moisture in summer. Best grown in groups. Plant 
in autumn or spring, 6 to 8 inches apart. If planted in fall it is well to 
protect them carefully for the winter. 


Coccineum, Mrs. Bradshaw Three $1.50, Doz. $4.75, 100 $25.00

HELLEBORUS - Christmas Rose or Lenten Rose 


There are two distinct types, one, Christmas Rose, flowering in late 
winter, and the other, Lenten Rose, in spring. Both are valuable for 
garden decoration because of their flowering during the dull period of 
the year. 

Culture. Require to be grown in a cool, moist, shady position, such as 
under the shade of trees or among ferns. The ideal soil is a retentive 
loam, freely mixed with leaf mold and well-rotted manure. As Helleborus 
are impatient of disturbance at the roots it is advisable to select a 
position for them: where they will not be required to be disturbed for 
many years. Planting may be done in fall or spring, 12 inches apart. 
Each autumn add a top dressing of leaf mold and well-rotted manure, 
and let it lie on the surface. In summer give plenty of water.

The first Bellingham Hybrid Lilies were raised and improved by the late Dr. Grif- 
fiths, expert on bulbs at the United States Department of Agriculture Bulb Station 
at Bellingham, Washington.

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Water Jsilies and Lotus 


Their modest requirements are sun, water dnd rich soil; almost every- 
body can have built or can themselves construct an artificial pool. Any 
location that is available would be satisfactory, provided it is exposed to the 
full sun. Rather than have no water garden at all, the interested party can 
grow many of the varieties in tubs or half-barrels sunk in the ground. 


Soil. An excellent soil for use in tubs or artificial pools is made by mix- 
ing three parts of rotted sod, compost, or good top soil with one part of cow 
manure or good barnyard manure. All manure used must be thoroughly 
decomposed, to prevent fermentation when covered with water. Ground 
bone or bone meal may be used if necessary, at the rate of one quart to 
one bushel of soil. 


Size of Pool. The larger the water surface the better the results. A tub 
or half-barrel 2 feet in diameter will furnish a miniature pool. An artificial 
pool should be made as large as possible, and 2 feet deep. 


Water. One foot of water over the soil is the most desirable depth in 
artificial pools. Some will thrive in shallower water, but few will stand a 
depth exceeding two feet. After the pool is once filled it is only necessary 
to replenish that which evaporates. Do not attempt planting until warm 
weather has come to stay.

Wrap in strong paper and send by parcel 
post. Be sure that all tools and containers are clean and free of fertilizers 
and chemicals which may contaminate the sample.

Naturally there resulted a demand for hardier and more sturdy 
Roses in varieties which would not require pampering but which, 
with reasonable care, would live through most winters without 
loss. 


Responding to this need, his new Rose orginations cover the 
full range of colors, and many of these new Climbing Roses have 
flowers as large and fine as any existing Hybrid Tea. Further, 
as Dooryard or Hedge Roses has resulted a form and shape of 
plant not hitherto seen. See Maybelle Stearns, page 98. These 
results were accomplished through painstaking and eventually 
successful experiments in the introduction of other species 
strains not previously used.

Much of the charm of English homes and gardens is due to the 
liberal use of vines. Unsightly buildings, raw corners, crude fences, 
old posts and stumps, unsightly rock piles, are all easily transformed 
into points of beauty and interest when covered with a vine of some 
sort.

Only in recent years have American gardeners been able to enjoy the 
rare beauty of the many Clematis hybrids. These European garden 
treasures are notable for their spectacular flowers. Outstanding in 
color and in form, they lend dignity and charm to any garden. Grown 
on trellises, arbors, pergolas, old tree stumps, and walls, these climb- 
ing plants often flaunt their beauty in high places where they may be 
enjoyed from many parts of the garden.

THE QUEEN OF VINES 


There is a much wider range of varieties than is generally thought. De- 
scriptions below are condensed because the species to which each variety 
belongs covers the major points. The two important species are: Wisteria 
Sinensis, the Chinese Wisteria, characterized by large fragrant flowers in 
compact clusters of medium length. They come into bloom very young and 
all the flowers in each cluster open at about the same time before any 
leaves appear. Wisteria Floribunda, which is better known as Wisteria. 
Multijuga or Japanese Wisteria, has long slender racemes of smaller flowers. 
Those at top are fully open while the lower ones are only small unopened 
buds. This of course lengthens the blooming period until the leaves are 
pretty well out. All our stock is grafted and grown in a special manner to 
induce early bloom rather than a lot of useless wood. Seedlings or plants 
improperly propagated may go eight or ten years without ever producing a 
flower. We maintain that if wood is the main thing wanted, it is more 
economical to patronize a lumber yard than a nursery. , 

For largest flowers, fertilize Wisterias in autumn after leaves have fallen; 
never during spring or summer as this induces too much growth and no 
flowers. It is essential to expose Wisterias to full sun if you want an abun- 
dance of blooms.

All the species of Cotoneaster will thrive either in shade or full sun, 
and are very suitable for growing under trees, “clothing” north or 
other walls, and for covering wet, dry, or shady banks, etc.
